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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The terminal 
disclaimer filed 02 June 2003 (Paper No. 10) was found to be proper and has been 
recorded, thus obviating the rejection under the judicially-created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first 
paragraph, regarding scope of enablement is withdrawn because of claim amendments, 
Applicant's arguments, and upon further consideration. It is noted that the scope of the 
claims being allowed in the instant case is commensurate with the scope of claims 
already issued in this patent family. See U.S. Patents 6,284,872; 5,658,882; 6,027,919.
